Scarcely any change is noted to­ 
day in The condition of the riv er at 
sterling, ex cep ting that the w ater is 
gradually lowering p robably because 
of the 
fact th at the 
small 
feed 
streams hav e been frozen and the 
flow checked. 
The water has not, 
howev er, fallen enough below the 
darn to allow the water wheels of the 
factories to run a t all to say nothing 
of furnishing p ower. 
Rep orts from down the riv er are 
to the effect th at the water has re 
ceded from the bottom lands to a 
large ex tent and the riv er is p racti 
cally 
contained within its 
banks 
again. 
The land is all cov ered with 
ice that has drifted there. 
The flow of the water at p resent 
is enabled to filter tiirough _the icje 
gorges 
down 
the riv er 
and 
thus 
cause no sev ere damage. 
A small 
gorge has been formed abov e the 
dam at Dix on but no trouble is ex ­ 
p ected to arise from it. 
Under the p resent ex isting condi­ 
tions it is barely p ossible that the 
ice may go out Yiefore the middle of 
March but it is not ex p ected to do 
so. 
The av erage date for the mov ­ 
ing of tlie ice here is March 11 
Occasionally it goes out a few day s 
earlier but frequently it holds until 
March 18.

in the third div ision. 
Dean Dav id Kinlev of the college 
of literature and arts has ben select­ 
ed by th e board of trustees as the 
dean of the graduate school of the 
univ ersity of Illinois to succeed Dean 
T. J. Burrill who resigned sev eral 
months ago.
